A friend and her two chil¬ 
dren have moved In with 
me to hide from her hus¬ 
band. He has beaten her 
several times and now says 
he will kill her. She was 
turned away by the Salva¬ 
tion Army who takes only 
m e n. Isn’t there some 
agency that can give her 
shelter?

Dear A. T., 

Thanks for bringing up a 
serious problem — it’s often 
been hushed up Women will 
accept beatings for years 
rather than risk humiliation 
or possible poverty if they 
talk about it or leave home. 
Only recently have the di¬ 
mensions of the problem be¬ 
gun to surface. 

The Los Angeles Women’s 
Center estimates that ap¬ 
proximately 500 women are 
homeless every night. The 
Isla Vista Women’s Centep 
has hoijsed women punched 
and beaten by their hus¬ 
bands, women assaulted on 
the streets, women aban¬ 
doned after hit-and-run ac¬ 
cidents, and transients. 

Exising agenies are bcAn- 
barded with calls for emer¬ 
gency shelter beyond their 
financial and physical cap-

abilities. Shamefully, most 
counties do not offw any 
help to women, even those 
with. children. While a 
single man can often be 
taken care of overnight, a 
woman with children is 
likely to be left to her own 
resources — and often she 
is isolated and penniless. 

Help is on the way, how¬ 
ever. Most large counties 
have opened new emergency 
shelters through reven u e 
sharing funds and coopera¬ 
tion, in some cases, with 
private sources includ i n g 
United Way. Legally, emer¬ 
gency shelter is the respon¬ 
sibility of the County Wel¬ 
fare Department, but in fact 
a financial needs test often 
screens out women in crisis 
situations such as your 
friend. 

The first step in alleiva- 
ling this problem is recog¬ 
nizing the need. The new 
shelters are giving us data 
on hew desperate the need 
is. Yoiu can help by telling 
agencies in your community 
about your experience. 

More voices need to bo 
raised to ask for shelters 
ihat can help fearful women 
and their children.

Q- — I Just read an article 
whldi said one of the big¬ 
gest banks in the country 
had just c(»npleted switch-- 
ing the billions of dollars 
of stocks it owns from 
“growth stocks’’ into “asset” 
type stocks. WouId you 
please explain what "asset” 
type stocks are? 

A- — I’ll try. Basically 
companies whose business is 
taking raw materials or 
lather elemental products 
and selling them or con¬ 
verting them into a more 
processed type of product 
would fit this description. 
Usually the value of these 
companies is that they have 
“in the ground” or perhaps 
in just as basic an inven¬ 
tory position, a sizeable 
supply of a material. An 
oil company’s proven re¬ 
serves would fit this posi¬ 
tion. A paper company’s 
forest reserves, p copper 
company’s proven ore in the 
ground are illustrations of 
scjch types of companies. 

I read an article which 
referred to a major bank 
which (ximpleted a move tc 
holding more stocks in 
“basic” industry stocks in its 
customers’ portfolios. This is 
a much broader classifica¬ 
tion than asset type stock.s 
and refers to those typos of 
companies which provide 
the basic raw materials for 
other businesses such as 
.‘iteel, coal, other fuel s, 
chemicals, aluminum, other 
metals, paper and the host 
of other materials busi¬ 
ness uses to convert into 
other products. 

Since oiir recent exper¬ 
ience with inflation, there 
has been a feeling that 
throughout the world there 
is a growing shortage of 
materials, and the c o m • 
panies in the business of 
processing raw materials 
may suffer less from severe 
cyclical moves in the future 
than in the past and may 
see better prices for their 
goods prevail over a longer 
term. 

Q. — Qur investment club 
just received 20 shares of 
stock as a dividend. We 
have ten members and I’ve 
been trying to persuade 
them to distribute two 
shares to each member as a 
dividend. Don’t you think I 
liave a “nice” idea to give 
us each a little extra spend¬ 
ing money? 


A. — It’s a “nice” idea, 
but it’s really not very prac¬ 
tical. First, it would cost 
your club several dollars per 
member to have the sliares 
taken out of the club's 
name and put in each mem¬ 
ber’s name. Secondly, if 
each member then sells his 
two shares to convert it Into 
spending money, he’s going 
to have to pay a conimis- 
Elon that will take about 20 
per cent of the value. 

The practical thing, if you 
want a small distribution of 
cash, is to have the club 
sell the 20 shares and dis¬ 
tribute the proceeds to the 
members. Each will get 
more that way. 

Q. — My local savings 
and loan association is ad¬ 
vertising that they will send 
me a check every month for 
the interest on money I de¬ 
posit with them. ’They don’t 
exactly say so but they im¬ 
ply that their check is bet¬ 
ter than a quarterly divi¬ 
dend check from stock. 
Would you say that is a 
correct implication to make? 

A. — As individuals wc 
all realize there is competi¬ 
tion to place our savings 
with different organizations. 
Each one of them wants the 
opportunity to use our 
money to make money. 
When we Invest our money 
or let someone else use it. 
we usually have two things 
in mind: How safe is it or 
how readily can we get it 
back if we want it, and 
liow much can we expect-to 
earn on it or get b-ack for 
letting the other person use 
it? In the case of the sav¬ 
ings and loan, the oppor¬ 
tunity o f getting your 
money back at any time is 


very good and to a certain 
amount may be guaranteed 
by the federal agency in¬ 
suring deposits. The interest 
payment is also very likely 
to continue to be made. All 
of us as investors want a 
good part of our money and 
income to have this kind of 
assurance. 

Your dividend from stock 
does not have the certainty 
of bank Interest. It can be 
reduced or eliminated or it 
can be increased. History 
shows it is likely to be in¬ 
creased and that is why 
many pieople prefer to l*it 
some of their money in 
stocks. In 1975, dividends 
paid by all the stocks listed 
on the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change increased five per 
cent. 

That was the 17th conse¬ 
cutive year in which divi¬ 
dends were Increased. There 
is another uncertainty con¬ 
nected with stocks: The par¬ 
ticular one you own may 
not increase its dividend. 
Over the years, however, the 
averages indicate your divi¬ 
dends are more likely to in¬ 
crease than stand still. It’s 
that possibility which causc.s 
some people to prefer divi¬ 
dend checks to Inte rest 
checks from deposits. Did 
your savings and loan ad- 
vortlsemont cover that 
point?

usage were set by caiiiorma 
motorists as they edged 
ever closer to the billion 
gallon mark during June, 
consuming more than in 
any previous June. 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced recently that 
929.8 million gallons made 
June the second highest gal- 
lonage month on record, ex¬ 
ceeded only by August 1973’s 
record 935.9 million gal¬ 
lons. 

Reilly reported new all 
time highs for any three- 
month or six-month period, 
of 2.7 billion gallons during 
the second quarter, and 5.3 
billion gallons for the first 
half of 1976. 

June gallonage was 1.1 
per cent higher than in the 
preceding month, but 4.7 per 
cent higher than that cf 
June 1975, and 8.8 per cent 
higher than June 1974. The 
second quarter totals were 
5.0 per cent greater than 
those of 1975. 

Reilly said that Califor¬ 
nia’s June revenue from that 
tax was $65.08 million, up 
more than $680,000 from 
May, but $2.93 million great¬ 
er than in June 1975.

Penalty August 31 

Personal property taxes 
not paid by August 31 will 
be subject to a six per cent 
penalty, warns H. B. Alvord, 
Los Angeles County Tax 
Collector. 

To be certain that the 
payment is made before the 
deadline, Alvord sugges t s 
that the payment be taken 
to the nearest post office 
to insure a postmark on or 
before August 31. Simply de¬ 
positing the payment in the 
comer mailbox dees not al¬ 
ways afford this Insurance. 

Personal proi^rty becomes 
subject to seizure if the 
taxes remain unpaid. 

Taxpayers having filed or 
intending to file a petition 
for equalization with the 
Assessment Appeals Board 
on or before September 15. 
the last day, still must pay 
their taxes by August 31 to 
avoid additional charg e s, 
Alvord said. 

Mr. Alvord pointed out 
that these taxes are general¬ 
ly on businesses, boats, and 
aircraft and should not be 
confused with the tax bill 
on residential pr o p e r t y 
which will be mailed on or 
before November 1.

Assessor Philip E. Watson armounoed that the 1976-77 
gross assessment roll has topped! $28.2 billion, an increase 
of $3,507,639,321 over last year. 

Watson said the preliminary County assessment roll 
shows a net total of $27,355,286,229, a gain of $3,428,476,906 
from the 1975 net total of $23,926,809,323, an Increase of 
14.33 per cent. 

This breaks down: Land — $10,916,862,310; Improve¬ 
ments, including fixtures, $14,130,839,209; Personal Prop¬ 
erty, $4,000,447,680 less exemptions of $872,972,970. 

Additional taxable property on the roll includes $195,- 
514,620 in aircraft (taxed at a fixed rate of $150 per $100 
of market value). 

The Assessor pointed out that the total figure in¬ 
cludes homeowner exemptions and^ business inventory 
exemptions which have increased ly 2.80 per cent and 
6.22 per cent respectively for 1976-77. The exempt portion 
of business inventories is 50 per cent. A homeowner’s ex¬ 
emption of $1750 of assessed valuation is granted on quali- 
fled owner-occupied homes. ’The amount of revenue lost 
by these exemptions will be reimbursed to the local tax¬ 
ing agencies from the State General Fund because all 
exemptions come into being by an act of the State Legis¬ 
lature," Watson explained. 

The Los Angeles City assessment roll, he announced, 
showed a net increase of $1,.540,952,710, a total of $10,- 
618,069,407 for 1976.

have prudlently purchased a j 
home within the family bud- ( 
get, an ever escalating prop- 1 
orty tax can and often drar- < 
tically does leave the prop- i 
erty owner with a tax bur- ] 
den too unbearable to fi¬ 
nancially retain the acquisi¬ 
tion. 

On the other hand, the 
sales ax (excluding the tax¬ 
ation of food and medicine! 
bears a reasonable relation¬ 
ship to one’s ability to spend 
and the income tax corres¬ 
ponds to personal earning 
ability. 

The property tax, how¬ 
ever, must be paid without 
regard to the individual’s 
current ability to meet an 
ever-increasing burden im¬ 
posed by the spending habits 
of government and if a per¬ 
son can’t meet the insatiable 
appetite of government, the 
State is empowered to take 
over his home. 

In its present state, the 
property tax sysem has be¬ 
come confiscatory for older 
persons forced to pay an 
ever - increasing percentage 
of their limited incomes or 
property taxes, only for the 
purpose of keeping the 
ownership of that which 
they have already pur¬ 
chased. Likewise, the prop 
eily tax is effectively pre¬ 
venting young people from 
acquiring homes in which to 
raise their children. While 
the monthly payment on the 
indebtedness which a pru¬ 
dent buyer undertakes when 
lie purchases a home is 
within his means, the ever 
escalating property tax soon 
puts monthly payment obll 
gations out of reach. And. 
now we have the specter of 
property tax payments for 
most of us, exceeding our 
monthly mortga g e p a y • 
ments for most of us, ex¬ 
ceeding our monthly mort¬ 
gage payments. 

While the Times seems to 
agree that the probl e m 
exists, and also seems to 
agree with my goals, you 
find it objectionable that a 
limitation should be placed 
on government’s dependence 
on the property owner as a 
source of governmentt reve¬ 
nue. Your rationale, if such 
It may be called, is that 
government is having a dif¬ 
ficult time supporting ser\’- 
ices without a limitation on 
the source of funding. You 
do not suggest and .1 as¬ 
sume do not believe, that 
government’s programs and 
government’s spending on 
such programs should have 
a limit. 

I But there must be a limit. 

Priorities must be set. Gov- 
: erment cannot be a supplier 
i of all things to all people 
[ and financially sur v i v e. 
1 There is no logic to a sys- 
J t«n which places no con¬ 
straints on gover n m e n t 
s spending and which at- 
• tempts to appease the ap- 
B petite of every special in- 
, terest group, while at the 
1 same time every family in 
California operates on bud- 
- gets limited by their in¬ 
come. 

There is no logic to a sys¬ 
tem of taxation which 
places no constraints on 


government spending when 
the pe(^le must live their 
lives within their own finan¬ 
cial limitations. It’s unfair, 
it’s unreasonable, it’s un¬ 
realistic lOnd it is, I repeat, 
socially destructive. If the 
Legislature will not recog¬ 
nize these truths, and the 
Legislature has demonstrat¬ 
ed for years its failure to do 
so, then the people must en¬ 
act their own property tax 
reform and wisely leave to 
the Legislature the neces¬ 
sary tax legislation for the 
financing of those programs 
within the priorities set by 
the Legislature Itself. This is 
the task which the legisla¬ 
tors are elected and is their 
Job. 

Finally, I am compliment-, 
ed that the ’Hines has ac¬ 
knowledged my perserver- 
vance In the field of prop¬ 
erty tax reform. My position 
as Assessor enables me to 
observe the tragic effects of 
this tax system. There are 
many times that I am 
ashamed to be a part of it; 
and so, working within the 
framework of our Constitu¬ 
tion I shall continue my ef¬ 
forts despite the criticism 
that the efforts are not 
enough or too much; despite 
the criticism for properly 
performing the duties im¬ 
posed on my office by law, 
despite the buck passing of 
other eletced officials play¬ 
ing the tax rate game; and, 
despite the criticism that 
out of tax reform could pos¬ 
sibly come chaos. I shall not 
cease my efforts to reform 
this vicious and evil tax 
system. When that goal Is 
a(?compllshed, then and only 
then will I give up.
